Cost of OPP Policing 


Ontario Provincial Police representatives Sgt. Steve 
Haennel, Contract Policing Analyst, and Inspector Dirk 
Cockburn, Commander of the Nottawasaga Detachment, 
were in Bradford West Gwillimbury on Monday night, to 
present a “Police Costing” for the provision of policing 
services by the OPP. 

It was standing room only in the Council Chambers 
for the special meeting of Council. Many of those in 
the audience were members of the South Simcoe 
Police Service, which currendy provides policing for 
both Innisfil and Bradford West Gwillimbury. Also in 
the audience were Innisfil Mayor Barb Baguley, and 
Councillor Richard Simpson. 

BWG asked the OPP for a costing last year, based on 
a motion presented by Councillor Carl Hordyk. “I’m 
looking forward to the presentation,” Hordyk said at the 
start of the meeting. “Where we go forward from here, I 
don’t know - but I’ve said over and over again, (policing) 
is our largest budget expenditure.” 

The current police budget for the South Simcoe Police 
Service is $16,272,831 for 2013, divided between BWG 
and Innisfil according to a cost sharing agreement. In 
2013, Bradford West Gwillimbury's share of the bill is 
about 45%, or $7,323 million. 

Haennel offered a "meat and potatoes” look at the 
options and costs, if the OPP were to take over policing in 
Bradford West Gwillimbury alone. 

The OPP currently polices 322 municipalities in Ontario 
- with 119 contracts in 150 of those municipalities. 

“We have frontline detachments, and then we have 
regional supports,” said Detachment Commander 
Cockburn - supports that include specialized criminal 
investigations and organized crime sections, the OPP 
Academy, and centralized communications, technology, 
traffic safety, rescue, emergency response, and even 
“fleet and supply - one central group of people who deal
